by Hon. J. 8. Greene of _Pueblo, for- 
merly State Engineer of Colorado, pre- 
pared under the direction of Elwood 
Mead, chief of irrigation, investiga- 
tions. .The bulletin is written specially 
for those who are contemplating set- 
tling in the Arkansas Valley, and is 
intended to give them such an under- 
standing of water rights and the con- 
ditions which affect their value, that 
they can act intelligently in acquiring 
@ water supply. Mr. Greene has been 
for many years an irrigation engineer 
of Colorado, has administered the laws 
of the State as the State engineer, 
and is a land owner and trrigator un- 
der some of the canals treated of in 
the bulletin.

The value of h classes of 
rights depends very upon 
physical conditions and’ u other 
rights to the streamea. Greene 
shows this connection and out 
the sources of information as to these 
conditions. Rights purchased from 
canal owners are subject also to the 
conditions of the contracts under 
which the water is supplied. A large 
number ef these contracts are given 
and discussed in such a way that an 
intending settler tell what points 
he should look inth before pn sing 
a right.

TEN ACRES TO BE PLANTED IN 
VENTURA COUNTY.

Million Seeds, Costing Twenty-five 
Hundred Dollars, Boucht for Use 
on Colonia Rarcho—Will be Larg- 
est Patch cf its Kind in the Coun- 
try—Oriental Market.

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 

VENTURA, March 12.—Dr. A. A. 
Maulhardt and others of the Colonia 
Rancho are guing extensively into: the 
raising of ginseng, and to this end are 
busy preparing a tract of ten acres for 
that purpose. This will make the larg- 
est ginseng farm in the country. 
Ventura county already boasts the 
largest lima bean ranch in the world 
and the biggest lemon orchard in the 
country, she may also, in the near fu- 
ture, boast of her ginseng ranch. 

The ginseng farm is located two 
miles northeast of Oxnard and a gang 
of thirty-five men is engaged in pre- 
paring the ground for the million seeds 
just received. This seed was imported 
from Korea and cost 2% cents a seed, or 
$2500 for the 140 pounds which the bulk 
weighs. It will cost nearly $3000 to get 
the ground in shape for the planting, 
which makes the starting of the crop 
rather expensive. 

At present the workmen are building 
a lath framework over two acres of the 
ground to partially shade the seed for 
propagating. This two-acre patch will 
be worked up as fine as a garden, hy- 
drants placed, and plenty of water used 
in the starting. Next year when the 
plants are up they will be transplanted. 
It is thought there will be enough of 
them to take up elght acres more land. 

The price of ginseng root is from §9 
to $13 a pound, and ft ig in great de- 
mand in China, Japan and the Orient. 
It has been supposed to possess rare 
medicinal qualities, but. this idea has 
been exploded. The Chinese prize it as 
@ good-luck plant, which wil! keep off 
the vil, and when they can secure 
a root of grotesque shape, or wh'ch has 
taken on a form which resembles some- 
thing or other, they prize it the more 
highly and are willing to pay fabulous 
prices for such. The poorer classes of 
Chinese also buy it extensively. There 
is always a fine Chinese market for gin- 
seng.

2iX NEW BISHOPS NOT BNOUGH. 
Two active bishops having dled, if 
four or five are superannuated in May, 
six new bishops would not suffice to re- 
cruit the*ranks. This would make no 
provision for ihe recent growth of the 
church, nor for its future growth. One 
high church official of the East states 
that there should be at ieast twenty 
electd. Bishop McCabe, in his 
enthusiasm, puta. the number even 
higher. In 1872 eight were ciected; in 
18%, four; Im 18984, four; in 1888, five: 
in 1896, two; in 1900, two. In 1876 and 
in 1892 none were elected. Since 1888 
but four have been chosen, This ac- 
counts for the advanced average age. 
To remedy this a large number wf 
youllg men must now be clevated to this 
high office. Furtaer, South America 
wants an Episcopal residence’ estab- 
liched there. The Philippine Islands 
makes the same demand. Japan and 
Korea want a bishop for their rapidly- 
expanding work separate frem China. 
India demands two missionary bishops 
to supplement the werk of Bisnops Tho- 
burn and Weine. The 200,000 colcre4 
members want a colored bishop elected 
to push their work, but so elected that 
he wil] have the privilege of presiding 
over white conferences as occasion de- 
mands. This seems to many a just de- 
mand and may be granted. When the 
conditions are thus faced, and they 
are serlous considerations, the Genera! 
Cenference will probably decide to elect 
more than six, the minimum now dis- 


cussed. 
THE NEW BISHOPS. 

Thrie men are mentioned most promi- 
nently both East and West. It seems 
probable that they wil. be elected al- 
most on the first ballot. They received 
a large number of votes four years ago 
and are regarded very strong and cap- 
able men. These leaders are Dr. Jo- 
seph F. Berry, editor of the Epworth 
Herald: Dr. Menry Spcilmeyer, 
of the Centerfary Chureh, Newark, N. 
J., and Dr. J. R. Day, chancellor of the 
Syracuse University, Syracuse, N. Y. 
This is a splendid trio. They represent 
the press, the pastorate and the educa- 
tional field. Dr. Berry is not yet 29. 
Dr. Spellmeyer is 56, while Dr. Day is 
but slightly older. After these leaders 
come Dr. McDowell, secretary of the 
Beard of Education; Dr. Neely, editor 
of Bunday-scthoo! periodicals; Dr. Bash- 
ford, president of Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity; Dr. Quayle, pastor of Grand 
avenue, Kansas City; . Dr. Jennings, 
book agent at Cincinnati. Dr. - 
mond, president Wesleyan Uni- 
versity; Dr. Buchtel, chancellor of Den- 
ver University, and Dr. Charlies FP. 
Mitchell, pastor of First Church, Cleve- 
land. Of these cight names only three 
have a fellowing of any congriderable 
negnitude. None of them have more 
general and more enthusiastic indorse- 
ment than Dr. George F. Bovard of 
Los Angeles, president eof the ne 
of Southern Californ!a.

Thus fs a lot of slush and misin- 
formation disposed of by a representa- 
tive man of own country who saw 
for himself. Following which, to en- 
lighten those Who unreasonably con= 
Gemn Russia for her cruelty to the 
Jews and others, much of which she 
was at the time powerless to prevent, 
it might be well for us to dwell upon 
our own treatment of the Indians and 
our barbarous persecution of the ne- 
groes.

People who live in glass houses, 
‘saith the proverb, should not throw 


stones. Russia, at her worst, is no 
worse than some of the rest of us, and 
we must remember that in the advance 
of her empire, Christianity advances. 
And civilization, now as always, fol- 
lows Christianity. Believe in it or not, 
as you may, it is Christianity that civ- 


‘lized the world, and the Japanese who 


took Christianity up as an experiment, 
dropped it and went back to their 
gods of wood and stone.

grates of the deepest dye. 


TORM DRAINS. 


Although the winter season just 
coming to a close has been an excep- 


tionally dry season, it has not failed |. 


te furnish object lessons as to the ne- 
cessity for the construction of drains 
to carry the surplus water during 
storms. While the inconvenience and 
injury resulting from the storms of 
the season just closing have net been 
excessive, they have been sufficient to 
indicate what may be expected in sea- 
scons of ordinary rainfall, “and to show 
that the building of the proposed siorm 
drains is in fact an imperative neces- 
sity. 


An adequaté system of storm draina |: 


has been a pressing need of Los Ange- 
les for some years past, and it is a 


need that becomes more imperative as |. 


the city spreads and develops. I: days 
past much of the storm water from 
the higher levels_was distributed upon 
vacant lands to the south and south- 
west, where it did comparatively lit- 
tle damage. Now the vacant lands 
sre being covered with houses, to 2 
constantly-increasing extent, and wa- 
ter that formerly was spread over a 
comparatively large area is concen. 
trated in the gutters, and must find an 
outlet somewhere. A large part the 
water now thrown upon the streéts of 
the south and southwest comes from 
the hill sections, and a considerable 
part of it flows through the business 
section, flooding the streets and caus- 
ing no end of trouble and damage. It 
is certainly not creditable io the 
progressive city of Los Angeles that 
its principal business streets should be 
converted into well-nigh impassable 
rivers every time there is a sider- 
able fall of rain. - 


“The Los Angeles River is the nat- 
ural outiet for the storm water@@m 
the hill jon, and it ts for the @ur- 
pose of conducting this storm water 
into the river that the storm drains 
are to be constructed. Their construc- 
tion will relieve the business district 
of most of the surplus water (which is 
a sufficient reason in itself for the car- 
rying out of the work,) and will at the 
sume time relieve the residence sfec- 
tions in the south and southwest of 
floods of water from the higher lands. 
Under the present system of imperfect 
drainage, this surplus water annually 
does great damage to graded and 
graveled streets, the repair of which is 
a great item of expense, and to a large 
extent an item of expense that would 
be saved if the storm waters were 
properly taken care of by an adequate 
system of storm sewers. 

In the matter of taking care of this 
sicrm water, Los Angeles has in the 
past been somewhat like the Arkansas 
Traveler, who did not shingle his house 
when the weather was clear because 
no roof was needed at such times, and 
who couldn't shingle it when it was 
raining. The fact that we need the 
storm drains for only a small portion 
of the year is no reason why they 
should not be built for service when 
needed; for when they are required, 
the need is pressing. The people have 
voted bonds for this improvement, and 
there should be no further talk about 


abandoning it.

WEATBOX CONFESSIONS. 


A recent dispatch from Kansas City, 


Mo., announced that in that city 
“sweatbox confessions of criminals are 


not to be allowed hereafter as evidence 
against a person on trial in the crim- 


inal court. Judge Wofford,” continued 


the dispatch, “declared today that the 


police had no right to extort a confes- 


sion with the idea of using it at the 
trial, and he said that no confession of 
guilt and no admission § tending to 
show guilt would be admitted hereafter 
as evidence in his court.” This is an 
unusual position for a judge to take. 
The general practice in criminal courts 
ham been to admit evidence obtained 
in the way specified, and it often hap- 


pens that without evidence so obtained 
the ends of justice would not be satis- 


fied. This happens in cases—and there 
are a great many such cases—where the 
guilt of the prisoner is a presumption 
amounting to practicel certainty, but 
where, for some technical reason, the 
fact of guilt can not be definitely éestab- 
lished without the evidence obtained-by 
the police through the ‘“sweatbox” 
process of ‘inquisition. 


The theory of the law is, of course, 


that no person accused of crime can be 
compelled to testify against himself. 
This theory is well enough as an ab- 
stract proposition, for it is evident that 
no prisoner could be made to tell the 
truth on the witness stand if the truth 
were of such a character as to incrimi- 
nate himself. The Confessions obtained 
by officers, by means of the inquisi- 
torial processes in common uge all over 
the world, are, however in the nature 
of voluntary confessions; not wholly so, 


the Kangas City judge. In some cases, 
testimony of this kind is invalyable; 
and while its admission may be preju- 
dicial to the prisoner, its manifest 


sion, for the simple reason, if for no 
other, that the end of obvious justice 
would thereby be promoted, while if it 
were not admitted, the ends of justice 
would be thwarted. 

It is seldom that a prisoner, under the 
pressure of ‘“sweatbox' inquisition, 
confesses to more than he is guilty of. 
In a sense, such confessions are a plea 
of guilty. and they are often of the 
greatest value in tlocating persons 
gulity of crime other than the one ac- 
cused and making confession. Courts 
have not yet arrived at'a point where 
they refuse to accept a plea of gullty 
from a person accused of crime, merely 
becnuse the confession comes from the 
person principatiy concerned. It is to 
be hoped, in the interest of justice, that 
the courts will not soon arrive at such 
a lame and impotent. conclusion. In 
the opinion of some persons who are 
quite well qualified to express an opii- 
fon in the premisés, the laws as they 
are at present administered tend in 
many Ways rather to favor the escape 
of criminals from justice than to pun- 
ish them for their misdeeds. 


A Lae Angeles gonius has invented 
a device by means of which he say> 
that vessels of any size may be trans- 
ported by rail.

JAPS AS CITIZENS. 
ON REGISTRATION. 

The little brown men m be “Big 
Injun” in the Orient, but t are only 
“persons” in California, a are not 
entitied to become citizens of this 
country. Some of the Japs in Los An- 
geles fed to County Clerk Keyes 
to declare their intention, and he 
didn’t know just where he stood and 
applied to the District Attorney. Chief 
Deputy District Attorney James has 
just advised him that the statute upon 
naturalization says that it applies to 
alie being free white persons, and 
African nativity and to 
persons of African descent, and that 
the courts have held that a Japanese 
belongs to the Mongolian race and is 
not a “free white person” within the 
meaning of the iaw.

THE ISSUE DEAD. 
JAWSMITHS CEASED LABORS. 
Judge Allen handed down an opinion 
in the cage of the Sentous Packing 


Company against the Los Angeles 
Council of Labor, et al. yesterday, but 
as the fight which gave rise to the suit 
is over, little of interest remains in the 
judicial determination. 

The action was one to enjoin the 
Council of Labor from distributing cir- 
culars in which the plaintiff firm was 
adverted to and included in a list of 
employers alluded to as “fair” to labor. 
After the strike against the Sentous 
Packing Company, which strike the 
court points out resulted disastrously 
for the strikers, and demonstrated that 
the firm could get along very success- 
fully with independent labor, the trou- 
ble arose with all of the packing- 
houses. Judge Allen holds that the la- 
borites were not willing to “cut off 
‘their noses to spite their faces,” and 
so they left an avenue open through 
which meat could be supplied to the 
union men and their families, so that 
they might continue to eat meat with- 
out offending against the rules pro- 
mulgated by Biddle & Co. The court 
rules that was the reason for incl 
the Sentous company in the “fair” list, 
and not because it was intended to 
work a damage. But he holds, too, 
that they were woefully mistaken, for 
that it certainly did work a damage. 

“The testimony shows,” says the 
court, “that the plaintiffs were emi- 
nently fair toward labor, in that they 
employed all classes of labor, union and 
non-union, competent to perform the 
duties required.” In the ordinary ac- 
ceptance of the term they were “fair,” 
end as used in the circular the court 
also holds that the laborites held the 
firm to be “fair” in no narrow sense.

“The date of the race has been fixed 
to take place in the Solent on July 30.” 
Under the original conditions, entries 
were to have closed on February |, 
and the only American entry made 
was that of Smith & Mabley. Seven 
French and four’ British boats 
been named for the elimination trials 
in their respective countries. — 

Like the conditions governing the 
international cup race for automo- 
biles, each country represented in the 
competition is to be limited to three 
boats, all parts of which, including the 
motors, are to be constructed In the 
countries represented. The boats must 
not be longer than forty feet over all, 
hut there is no restriction as to horse 
power of engines. Reversing mechan- 
ism is required to drive the boats as‘ern 
at a rate of not less than four knots 
an hour. ; 

Each competing boat is to carry at 
least two persons, of whom, the helms- 


‘man must be. a member of the chal- 


lenging club. All persons assisting in 
operating the boats must be natives 
of the: countries represented by the 


boats. 


The fact that the Harmsworth cup

BALFOUR'’S EXPLANATIONS. 

Mr. Balfour's explanations of his 
conduct toward the Duke of Devon- 
shire, Lord e Hamilton and Mr. 
Ritchie, in connection with their res- 
ignations from the Cabinet and hi. al- 
leged suppression of Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s withdrawal from the governines: 
are held by such a careful organ as 
‘the Spectator to be entirely: setisfac- 
tory. This episode introduced a limit 
of personal bitterness quite unusual in 
British politics and to no little extent 
affected the wonderful personal influ- 
ence which Mr. Balfour wields in the 
House of Commons, regardiess of 
party ties. 

Lord Rosebery’s bitter satire and 
comparison of Mr. Balfouy with “Pret- 
ty Fanny” was a striking instance of 
this feeling. To use the words of Lord 
Rosebery’s friends, “the ex-Premier 
never before quite let himself out so 
much in public.” The advisability of 
such outspokenness may be gqutes- 
tioned. but therein Lord Rosebery gave 
his fellow-peerg and the world a 
glimpse of the contempt he privately 
feeis for what he deems to be the de- 
cay of the English political system as 
personally administered by Mr. Ba!- 
four and his friends. 

lard Nosebery’s passionate attack 
from the sedate House of Lords on 
Thursday has not yet ceased io cause 
a Sensation which can scarcely be real- 
ized. except by those who know how 
hard and fast are the conditions with 
which the upper house is aedged. Lord 
Resebery spoke with a heat which 
entirely banished any idea ihat he 
simulated indignation. As a matter of 
fact, Lord Rosebery only voiced the 
bitterness ese!inat Mr. Balfour which 
prevails among the families of those 
members of the Cabinet who resigned 
though their relatives for centuries had 
supported the Tory leaders. Mr. Bal- 
four’ reply to Lord Rosebery is ex- 
pectantly awaited. 

Winston cer Churchill (Conserv- 
ative) with a teracity often attributed 
to his American descent unceasingly 
harries Mr. Balfour. In a letter to his 
constituents at Oldham, published to- 
day, Mr. Churchjil ruthlessly calls at- 
tention to the inconsistency of his 
own party leader. 

Experts in British elections expres: 
diametrically opposed forecasts re- 
garding the probable results of the ap- 
peal to the country, which is now 
somewhat impatientiy awaited by the 
public. They all agree, however, that 
neither Mr. Chamberiain nor Mr. Bal- 
four, on their respective planks of pro- 
tection and retaliation, jis likely to be 
returned to power. Whether the Lib- 
erals or a coalition of the Libgrals 
with the Unionist free traders could se- 
cure a sufficient majority to retain 
power without the support of the Irish 
party, is regarded as extremely doubt- 
ful. The best-balanced opinion is that 
when Br. Balfour either ends the 
tenure of the present covernment ro it 
is ended for him, there will be a series 
of seesaw political evolutions, with the 
Irish party holding the scales.

“Full details of the organization 
of the Pacific Coast Independent 
Theater Managers’ Association, noted 
jn the Mirror recently, are given in 
this journal this week. | 

“The action ofthese managers, 
are the most prominent on the Coast, 
and who control the better theaters 
there, is something for managers in 
the East and elsewhere to read about 
and think about. 

“Thought upon the subject by man- 
agers who permit the theatrical trust 
to run their theaters as the trust 
pleases, and who, in fact, have been 
reduced by the methods of the trust 
to the level of trust employés, with 
no power to deal with the policies of 
their own houses in any way, should 
beget some result. 

“*The Syndicate method of booking,’ 
gays J. P. Howe of Seattle, a promoter 
of and an officer in the Coast Associa- 
tion of Independent Managers, ‘has 
been tried and, as it was conducted. 
has been found wanting, and we in- 
tend to return to the method of every 
man managing his own business.’ 

“Do the managers outside of the 
Coast territory—in the East, the Mid- 
die West and the South—that turned 
over their properties to the trust, and 
have by that means been reduced to 
mere figureheads, pretend to say that 
the methods of the trust have been, 
and still are, satisfying to them? 

“If the methods of the trust have 
*been found wanting’ on the Pacific 
Coast, they must have been found 
wanting elsewhere. And if the man 
agers on the Coast—men of substance 
and experience, with large theater 
properties—have come to realize that 
‘the system of fees and the like,’ es- 
tablished by the trust for the sole 
benefit of that close corporation, bas 
vpeen found to be offensive and ob- 
jectionable, can it be possible that 
the scores of managers elsewhere, who 
have been and are under the same 
system and under the thumb of the 
trust, find their positions and their 
experiences happy? 

“The managers of the Coast terri- 
tory, irritated by the irksome and 
domineering methods of the trust, its 
exaction of ‘fees and the like,’ and its 
rule or ruin policy, and realizing that 
many of the more desirable stars and 
attractions that are conducting their 
business successfully in spite of the 
trust and in absolute independence 
could not be seen in their theaters and 
by their publics under trust rule, 
have joined to shake off the yoke of 
the trust and again became directors 
of their own theaters. 
“These independent managers will 
that sness—so long for- 
eign to most of tie managers of first- 
class theaters in gountry—that 
they themselves can pick and choose 
attractions, and themselves enjoy the 
profits of their enterprise in business 
freedom, without being compelled to) 
pay ‘fees and the like’ to outsiders 
who have no business to interfere 
with them. 
“Tt is safe to say that there are 
nany managers in other parts of the 
_ country who chafe under their vassal- 
age to the trust, but who are afraid 
to ce their miseries and dare not 
their chains. The  frapid 
wth of independent attractions, 
ever, managed by men who are 
determined to maintain business free- 
dom in any circumstances, and who 
have thus far shown that they can 
defy the trust, will work such a 
change in the complexion of matters 
that in self-preservation managers 
must throw off the trust burden that 
they are carrying and from which they 
realize no benefit whatever while the 
men whose victims they are reap 
most of the profits. |

Proctor Otis, and Rose Eytiige, Dy 
Clara Blandick. 
The influence that Ibsen has exert- 
ed on the modern drama is the most 
potent evidence of his genius and best 
answer to those who decry him. Ib- 
sen is unquestionably the dominant 
factor in the drama of the time. Ex- 
cepting Shakespeare, he fs the great- 
est dramatist in history. And Shakes- 
peare had not the wonderful art, sten- 
ographic in its terseness, that Ibsen 
has. The influence of Ibsen has ex- 
tended beyond nis own country over 
practically the whole civilized world. 
In Scandinavia it started a school 
of which Bjornson is the most familiar 
representative. In Germany all the 
younger generation of playwrights 
follow in Ibsen’s footsteps. In 
France the few meritorious modern 
plays of which she can boast are cast 
in t1e Ibsen mold. Pinero, the great- 
est of English playwrights, comes 
more and more under Ibsen's spell, 
as do his lesser colleagues. One can 
trace in Pinero the steady progress 
of the Ibsen influence, even to seeing 
in the Bible-burning scene of “The 
Notorious .Mrs. Ebbsmith” the proto- 
type of Hedda Gabbler’s burning of 
Eilert Lovborg’s precious manuscript. 
In this country there was Ibsen in the 
plays of the late James A. Herne, most 
of all in his masterpiece, “Margaret 
Fieming.” In hundreds of other 
cases besides these notable instances, 
there is proof that the drama of real- 
ism that Ibsen promulgated has been 
followed by every important play- 
wright of the time. So that in ad- 
miring Pinero, or Sudermann or some 
other modern dramatist, the public is 
indirectly admiring Ibsen.

The price of hispitality exacts that 
you take your invitation to spend one 
night, a week end, or a month, in a 
friend’s home, very seriously, indeed. 
Answer it with a decisive promptness 
that can leave no shadow of doubt 
in your hostess’s mind as to when, 
how, or where you will arrive, and 
just now long you wHl lay claim to 
the luxurious or simple protection 
her roof. 

I could, if I, would, unfold tales of 
guests who answered my invitations 
at their leisure and with a distracting 
indefiniteness that left me in doubt 
as to whether I could expect one or 
six persons over Sunday.

MINING AND OIL. - 

Earnest du Bois Lukis, mining en- 
gineer, has returned to this city after 
examining coal lands covering nearly 
300 acres in the State of Tamaulipas. 
They lie on the northwest boundary 
line of that State, about thirty miles 
from Laredo on the American frontier. 
The property has been bonded by local 
capital. The coal, he says, is similar 
in- quality to,that mined by the Rio 
‘Grande Company, twenty-six miles 
north of Laredo in the United States, 
and the outcroppings are in a prac- 
tically flat country. The coal is of 
good commercial value. He will re- 
turn to the property and commence 
work, and if the results come up to his 
expectations the owners will build a 
railroad to connect with the National 
Road, distant fourteen kilometers, and 
with an easy grade. 
The Big Boleo Copper Company of 
Lower California, and the Japanese- 
Mexican Commercial and Colonization 
Company of this city are negotiating 
for the importation of 500 Japanese 
laborers for underground mining work. 
A telegram has been receive! from 
Japan, saying that the war would not 
interfere with the contract and that 
the laborers would arrive in Lower 
California next May. This week a 
contract was also signed between the 
Japanese-Mexican Company and the 
Mexican Coal and Coke Company, 
which owns coal mines at Las Esper- 
anzas, State of Coahuila, for supply- 
ing 200 Japanese laborers, to be de- 
livered at Las Esperanzas within five 
months. For nearly a year past two

POWDERLY'S CHANGED ATTITUDE. 

It has been said that “a little learning is a dangerous 
thing”—but to be thoroughly posted is to produce a nor- 
mal attitude of mind and enable a person to become 
genuinely useful to his fellows and to the world. In the 
years that have passed since Mr. Powderly was active in 
labor circles, he has gained experience, greatly increased 
knowledge and a clearer view of conditions divorced 
from irrational theories. This has brough: a radical change 
in Mr. Powderly’s attitude om the labor question, as is 
shown im the foregoing interview. He no! only depre- 
cates ali violence, but even goes so far as to say thal 
strikes do not pay, and that they should be abhways 
avoided. 3 


He goes even farther, and strikes a biow at the present- 
day “walking delegate” by citing instances to sho t 
laboring men with a grievance, real or imagifary, 
befer comserve their own interests by dealing directly 
with their employers than they can by bringing in a 
stranger to talk for them, who is unknown to the em- 
ployer and who is unfamiliar with the men’s needs, and 
really knows little of the men themselves. The unavo'd- 
able inference is that if the walking delegate is kept away 
from the men, it they are removed from his violent, 
prejudiced, unreasonable infifence, their minds will be 
more receptive of reason and their actions more pro- 
ductive of good for themselves and their employers. The 
soundness of Mr. Powderly’s reasoning is not open to de- 
bate. 


Present conditions in the world of labor indicate that 
Mr. Powderly’s views are shared by the conservative, 
sound-minded element in the field of organized labor. 
Such persons, disgusted with the despotism, unreasonable- 


serting unionism’s ranks or raising their voices strongly in

Rules of the War Game. 


OBLIGATIONS THAT INTERNATIONAL 
LAW IMPOSES OW NEUTRALS.

PART from the rules of international law which 
A affect the belligerents in their treatment of each 

other and of neutral states, the position of neutral 
states themselves becomes, immediately on the out- 
break of hostilities, one of great anxiety, owing to the 
fact that the rules of war subordinate neutral to beltiger- 
ent interests, tnd impose an elaborate series of duties 
upon the neutral state, the neglect of any of which may 
entail-the most serious consequences. A good inslance 
of the way in which the so-called “rights of neutrals” be- 
come merged in the duties is to be found in the right of 
“inviolability of territory,” which, in practice, becomes 
merged in the duly of impartiality. Thus it happens that 
should a belligerent attack and capture a vessel of the 
enemy in neutral waters, the neutral state is bound to 
enforce her restoration, or pay Compensation -to the in- 
juted belligerent. Should, however, the attacked vessel 
defend herself, she releases the neutral from all liability 
on her behalf. 


The duties of neutrals may conveniently be grouped 
under three headings. First,-there are the duties of ab- 
stention—duties which relate to stale acts done by the 
governmen!. Secondly, there are duties of preven- 
tion, which relate to either the government itself or to 
those persons under its jurisdiction. Finally there is the 
duty to acquiesce in penalties being inflicted by the bei- 
ligerents upon its subjects, a duty which has been termed 
the duty of sufferance. The duty ef abstention may be 
subdivided as foliows: (1.) The neuiral must not permit 
its armed forces to take part in any way in the hostilities. 
A curious incident occurrred in the course of the Chino- 
Japanese war which may be noted under this heading. 
During what was intended to be a@ecret approach of the 
Japanese fleet to the fortress of Wei-Hai-Wei Admiral 
Fremantle fired a salute in honor of the Japanese vessels, 
Unwillingly giving the Chinese knowledge of what was in- 
tended. The Japanese were inclined to regard the warn- 
ing as intentional until its accidental character was made 
clear by the authorities. The fact that subjects of a neu- 
tral state take part on one or other side during the war 
does not, however, compromise the neutral siate pro- 
vided always the individuals in question do not belong 
to the neutral’s army or navy. In the Chino-Japanese 
war many Europeans fought for China without complaint 


| by Japan. Lieut. Bourchier, R. N., however, who had 


been lent to the Chinese government, left their service al 
once, on instructions from the British admiral on the sta- 
tion. (2.) The neutral must abstain from furnishing either 
beiligerent with arms, warlike material, ships of war, or 
money. tt is quite clear that the suggested sale of three 
men-of-war to the Japanese by the Chilean government, 
if completed since the outbreak of hostilities, would 
amount to a gross violation of neutrality.on the part of 
Chile. (3.) A neutral must not allow the passage of the 
forces of either belligerent over its territory. Ht would 
appear that this duty does not extend to passage over ter- 
ritoria! waters. (4.) A neutral must not decide in its courts 
upon the validity of captures made by eci'her belligerent. 
This does not prevent a neutral inquiry into the capture 
of a prize taken in violation of neutrali:y, though if the 
prize has been converted into a commissioned ship of 
war before coming into neutral jurisdiction it cannot be 
interfered with. (5.) A neufral state must not acquire dur- 
ing the war any ‘conquest made by eithér belligerent. 

The most important duty of ‘prevention imposed on 
neutrals is the duty of preventing their territory from being 
used as a base of hostile operations. The rules just is- 
sued by Lord Lansdowne by His Majesty's command bring 
into force for ali- ports of the empire what are known 
as he “twenty-four hours” rules. (1.) Under these rules no 
belligerent may remain, ordinarily, in one of our ports 
more than twenty-four hours, neither may she leave such 
port within a shorter time after the departure from it of 
a warship or merchant vessel of the other belligerent. A 
be ligerent vessel will only be granted sufficient coal to 
teke er to the nearest port of her own country. (2.) The 
neutral must guatd most carefully agains! the fitting out 
within its jurisdiction of hostile expeditions on behalf of 
ei her belligerent. Although the genera! practice in in- 


ternational law does not prohibit the construction of a 


ship of war in neutral territory for sale to a belligerent, 
provided it is neither commissioned nor armed and 
manned within the neutral territory, yet the stricter prac- 
tice, as laid down by the treaty of Washington as between 
Great Britain and America, and the award of the Geneva 
Board of Arbitration in the famous Alabama case is now 
usually followéd. In this coun‘ry, under the Foreign En- 
listment Act, passed after the Alabama controversy, it is 
an offence punishable by fine and imprisonment wifh or 
without hard labor, to build, equip, or despatch a vessel, 
wi’) reasonable—eause to believe it is intended for the 
service Of a foreign state at war with a friendly power, 
or to issue a Commission to or aid in the warlike equip- 
men! of such a vessel, and- both equipment and vessel 
in such case are liable to forfeiture. Similar legisiation 
has been made by the United States and ohers of the 
powers, (3.). A neutral state must prevent the issue of 
commissions by persons acting far either beliigeren! within 
ihe neutral territory, and enlistment within its jurisdiction

In 1898, they entered their own prem- 
ises, on Via Vecchiatti, where the stranger speedily secks 
his mental pabulum, and sees the modern pride and joy 
of every loyal Florentine. 

Two brothers became heirs to the great treasure, and 
again in the present generation, it was the heritage of two 
brothers, one of whom had grown tired of musty book lore.

THE END OF NIAGARA.

REMARKABLE FREAKS .OF SNOW- 
SLIDES IN THE ROCKIEs.

ENVER (Golo.) March 7.—from the firs! of March un- 
[D) til the last of May is the snowslide season in the 
Rocky Mountains—a season when = avalanches 
threaten the lives of miners, prospectors, ranchers and 
even travelers, who suppose themselves to be In safety 
on the rails, . 
How to successfully combat the snowslide is something 
thal railroad men have not yet learned. The rotary snow 


plows have made it possible to keep the tracks clear of 
ordinary snow storms, but the avalanche, s'ariing from an | 
innocent-appeasing small slide of snow at the top of some | 
great mounta'n, but gathering tremendously in bulk as it 
hurls itse'f down the mountain side, is awful enough in | 
i's force to sweep away any tiny barriers erected by man. | 
Snow Sheds, stoul mine buildings, and even engines have | 
been swep! along by snowslides as if their power of re- | 
sistance was no more than a feather. The uncertainty as 

lo the exact course a snowslide will take, adds another 


. 


element of terror. Like lightning. the snowslide never 
strikes twice in the same place. The well-marked path 
made by a slide the year previous will be abandoned by 
a later slide, which will take a shoot far to one side or 


another, carrying terror to the hearts of men and animals. 


Huge trees will be cut off at the base of the trunk, as if 
done with a knife, and by the time a slide reaches the base 
of a mountain it is a whirling mass of snow, timbers Gnd 
boulders, sometimes one hundred or more feet in depth. 
Men caught in such a slide have not one chance in a 
million, and yet there are some remarkable escapes from 
death on record in the West. As a rule, however, the 
rescuing parties find it impossible to recover the bodies in 
many cases, and the work of digging is abandoned until 
summer, when the snow melts and makes it easier to re- 
move the debris. 


Railroad men in the Rocky Mountains, especially those 
Who operate the snow plows, constantly face danger from 
avalanches. A remarkable instance of this fact was evi- 
denced last spring near Ward, Colo. A snow-bucking crew 
on the Colorado and Northwestern was endeavoring to 
Clear the track near Ward, which is a mining camp at 
pespeodae amy feet elevation, near Long's Peak.

The mountains there arc 
seep and gran, and their sides are deeply cul with many 
guiches in solid granite, making innumerable paths for 
snowslides. The slides in this district have no. paraliel, 
even in the Alps, for the ferocity of their descent and 
the terrible effects which fotiow. Telluride, in the San 
Juan district, has a snowslide record which is not ap- 
proached by any other mining town in the world. Dozens 
of miners have been killed in the Telluride mining dis- 
trict, many of them having met their death in a coura- 
geous attempt to rescue comrades who had already been 
swal'owed up by enormous slides. Two years ago Tellu- 
tide had the worst snowstide in its history. An enormous 
slide swept down on the bunkhouse of the Liberty Bell 
mine, one of the largest gold mines in the State. The 
slide cut off a wing that had been -built on one end of 
the building, leaving. the rest of the structure intact. Two 
mining engineers were caught in the wing and were car- 


encugh to make the end house collapse gy 


ried to their death. While rescuers were working to find 


the bodies, another slide came down close at hand, kiliing § 
close to a score. Then followed one slide afier another, & 
until six had been counted, and it was estimated that the & 


victims were buried under a mass of debris eighty feet in 
depth. All attempt at rescue was abandoned for many 


days. Guards were stationed on the path leading to the 4 


mine, and no one was allowed to approach within many 
hundred yards of the wreckage. Laje in the spring, when 
the snow had partially meited, the bodies of the victims 
were recovered, but they were unrecognizable, so crushed 
were they by the great mass of timber and boulders care 
ried by the slide, 

Immediately after the Liberiy Bell slide, the San Juan 
mine in the same district was overwhelmed by an ava- 
lanche. This slide kited nobody, bul it was remarkable 
for two narrow escapes. The camp crook, who was get- 
ting a pan of snow to melt for drinking purposes, was 
caught by the slide and carried 1200 feet down the guich, 
literally riding on his dishpan to safety. The slide also 
caught a tram man who was working on the ore dump. 
This man and his ore car were carried 1000 feet into the 
guich. The car was battered to pieces, but the man was 
uninjured.

TEN THOUSAND TRAVELERS OF 
MANY NATIONALITIES. 


From ihe London Chronicle. | 


EN thousand pilgrims have lately passed through Con- 
T stantinopie on their way to Mecca, yet the streets of 

Stambou! stili teem with the faithful, and still half a 
dozen large s'eamers, flying ‘he green flag at the fore- 
mast, and the red at the mizzen, lie at their moorings in 
the Gelden Horn. Many of the pilgrims have come from 
distant parts of the Russian Empire and Central Asia, from 
Circassia, Afghanistan, Turkestan, Mongolia, and the majo:- 
ity have traveled many miles out of their way to visit Con- 
stantinople; for Constantinople is the capital of the Mo- 
hammedan world, the Sultan of Turkey the supreme spir- 
ituai head of Mchammedanism. How many of these )il- 
grims will live to return from Mecca? Many die on the 
way there, and die contented and happy, for, according 
to their faith, even the greatest criminal, if he dies dur- 
ing the pilgrimage, goes at once to Paradise, were, on 
account of his pilgrimage, he is accorded extra priviicges. 
Two years ago the mortality from disease was so great 
tha! last year Russian subjects were prohibited from mak- 
ing the pilgrimage. The pilgrimage last year was Conse- 
quently a small one, but this year the prohibition has been 
removed, and an additional and perhaps sronger reason 
for the present pilgrimage being so numerous is hat the 
Bairam following Ramazan fell on a Friday, the Moham- 
medan Sunday, an event which only occurs once in about 
thir'y years. This Bairam is usually called the shekir, of 
sweets, Bairam, for then it is the custom of Mohammedans 
to make each other presents of swee'meats. The Kout- 
ban, or sheep Bairam, when sheep are killed, occurs sev- 
enty-two days later, this year on February 26, and on 
thaf date the whole of the pi'grims must assemble at 
Mecca to do homage at the tomb of the Prophet. The 
Sultan sends a gift every year, frequently a sik Camel em- 
broidered with seed pearts. 
Some of the Pilgrims. 


Despite the extraordinary confusion of nationalities, cos- 
tumes, and languages in Cons.antinople, one cannot Be 
mistaken in the identity of the pilgrims, for, with the ex- 
ception of the yellow men from Mongolia, who are easily 
distinguishable, there is a marked similarity in the cast of 
countenances, and, with variations, a uniformity in their 
attire also. Moreover, they move about the streets in 
groups. Friday the Turkish Sunday, is the best day to ob- 
serve the pilgrims: Let us giance at a party who have jus! 
landed in Galata from a Russian steamer. These men 
are Tartars. They wear knee boots, long tunics composed 
of sheepskins sewn together, with the wool turned inwards, 
and head-dresses of the same material, but with the woo: 
outwards, and bound round with soiled white cloths. 
Shaggy. unkemp!'-looking creatures they are, and the dark 
tangled hair and beard of one man so wel! match the 
sheepskin on his heard that one cannot tel! where the 
wool ends and the hair begins. Bu! it must not be sup- 
posed that the pilgrims are poor. It is expressly laid 
down in the Koran that no man shal! undertake the pil- 
grimage to Mecca unless he has sufficient money to defriy 
his expenses, and this law is strictly adhered to. Many 
have saved up money -all their lives to make the piigrin- 
age, and none carry less than £300—some as much as 
£1000. Peep into the Ottoman Bank and you will see 
scores of the Russian subjects changing their paper roubles 
into gold. They squat round the floor till they have 
counted over their gold, and then they tie it up in a dirty 
cloth. A thousand Turkish liras wedth abouf fourteen 
pounds, so some idea may be formed of the weight of 
gold the pilgrims tarry abou! with them. But the first 
thing the pilgrim does on arriving in Cons\antinopie is to 
buy an tmbrella. No pilgrim seems to consider himself 
complete without an umbrella, and the itinerant venders 
thereof do an invmense trade. A Tartar pilgrim carrying 
an open umbrella over his head is a most grotesque spec- 
tacie, and pu's one in mind of the illustrations of Robin- 
son Crusoe in the days of one's childhood. But the pil- 
grim only uses his umbrella when the sun shines, for, rain 
as it may, he is never to be seen with one unfolded. 
The Tartars, then, supplied with an umbrelia apiece, their 
next proceeding is to engage a number of arabas to con- 
vey them to the palace, where they will witness the Selam- 
lik, and see the Sultan go to mosque; and from the amo:rt 
“of noisy haggling which goes on before they are finally 
packed, four and five inio each araba, it is evident that 
the pilgrims know how to drive a bargain. Hard by, 
another detachment of these sheepskin-coated and hatied 
pilgrims half block the street al a money-changer's, but 
the Constantinople money-changer, astute though he is, 
will find it difficult to get the best of them by a single 
para. The pilgrims, however, spend their money freely 
enough. They buy watches, jewelry and revolvers. One 
day this week a gunsmith’s shop in Galata was, in a few 
minutes, cleared of the whole stock of revolvers. The 
pilgrims ate all armed either with knives or revolvers, or 
both, and although they behave quietly enough ashore, 
they are sometimes turbulent at sea, so as a precautionary 
measure their arms are taken from them when they go 
on board at Constantinople, and not returned till they sre 
landed at Jiddah. They all seek their different Consulates, 
and there they consider themselves quite at home, squat- 
ting patiently around in the courtyards till their wants are 
attended to. - By far the greater number arc Russian sub- 
jects, but there are British subjects also, and some, such as

In the mosque many of them sleep 
and wash as ¥@® as worship, and now on a balcony in the 
rear of the building some scores are performing their ab- 
solutions and hanging out clothes to dry, till the imaum, 
from the minare!, shall summon them to their evening 
devotions. Below the balcony, amid a confusion of fruit 
and vegetable stails, stands a long row of umbrella-shaped 
tents, just sufficiently large enough to afford shade for two 
peopie. There are two men under each of these umbrel- 
las—the one a barber, the other a pilgrim having the 
crown of his head shaved. Here are pilgrims of all de- ° 
scripions—yellow. men from Mongolia, many of them of 
great stature, and with so strongly-marked Chinese fea- 
lures that involuntarily one looks for the pigtail; men from — 
Bokhara, the sleeves of their long robes double the length 
of their arms; Turkomans, in padded cotton robes of 
many bright colors; and all except the Circassians and 
Tariars wear turbans. There are men of all ages, 
from mere youths to men who, now that their 
day is drawing to a close, seek a happy death in the pil- 
grimage. The majority, of course, camp outside the town, 
sleeping in car's and caravans, and in a few days more 
we shall see the last of them dispatched by sea—perhang 
50 per cent. of them on their last journey. ,

FROM MOSCOW TO MUKDEN. 


A CORRESPONDENT’S WINTER JOURNEY--THE 
Trip ACROsS THE BAIKAL LAKE. 


[London Daily Graphic:] Mukden, Jan. 1441 left Lon- 
don the day after Boxing Day, spent my New Year’s Day in 
the Trans-Siberian Express somewhere east of Moscow, 
have been traveling since then for fourteen days by train, 
with the exception of crossing Lake Baikal—and it ts New 
Year's Day again!

_ Having. crossed all the great water highways of Asia, 
now frozen and conver'ed into white sleigh roads, | <! 
length reached Irkutsk and the great Baikal Lake, whici:

clear wind'ess air one could see for miles, and across 
the white olain the saw-backed ridges of the mountains 
of Trans-Baikalia looked as if they were but a mile or 
two away. The thermometer. showed minus 20 degrees. 
Reaumur—for'y-five degrees of frost—and within a min- 
ute or two beard and mustache were frozen to the fur of 
my shouba, but the stiliness of the air led me to doubt 
the accuracy of the thermometer: fil! | saw the condensed 
wa'er from the locomotive freezing in stalactite icicles as 
it dripped from the cylinders. The whole landscape was 
covered with a white dust. It was dry and hard as sand, 
but it was snow, and i! gleamed and glistened in the rays 
of the sun like myriads of diamonds. Presently a hug: 
four-funnelied ship appeared, although you could not im- 
agine it to be a ship unless you were already aware of the 
fact. It looked more like a huge self-propelled sleigh. 
She was making her way along a track of lumpy broken 
ice, which disappeared ahead and reappeared astern, giv- 
ing the idea that she was just sliding over it. it was the 
great steam ferry and ice breaker Baikal, and presently 
she had discharged her load of emply railway wagons, re- 
ceived twenty-nine full ones, and we started on our way 
across the lake. Baikal is a huge plain of ice, at pres- 
ent about three feet thick, and getting thickei every min- 
ute. In some places it looks like polished black marbic: 
in others it is virgin white. A clearly-defined track runs 
across it, the path of the ferries Baikal and Angara. It is 
the duty of the former to kcep it open. She crosses four 
times in the twenty-four hours. If she missed a day it 
would take her nearly a day to break open the road — 
again. She crushes through it wih a ceaseless grinding 
noise, like a huge steam roller smashing over Gargantuan 
sugar lumps, and these lumps bob up serenely and siart 
freezing together again directly she passes. The art of 
navigation finds no scope for enterprise here; it is like 
running on a railway track, or driving between hedge- 
rows. —

A PICTURESQUE PEOPLE AND THEIR 
PECULIAR CUSTOMS. : 


From the London Mail. 


ESTERN people know very little of the giant 

W strides the Russian peasantry have made in 

recent years in the march of progress. The Brit- 

~ ish mind as a rule regards the Muscovite as a sort of semi- 

soiled savage whose civilization is but a thin veneer ovcr 
an innate barbarism. 

- In many cases the assumption is quite true, but it re- 

fers now mainly io the old folk, for the state schools have 

done much to make ‘the younger generation more pol- 
ished than the last. 

Apart from these facts Russia is a land teeming with 
curious customs and usages. Superstition, despite educa- 
lion, dies hard. As certain as Good Friday comes, for 
instance, thousands of peasants, male and female, pare 
the nails. and carefully collect the fragments. Then the 
peasanis wrap them in a-clean piece of cloth and hang 
this, attached to a string, round the ne®@k, where it remains 
until the next Good Friday. It is believed that with this 
round one’s neck entrance into paradise is made easier. 

Uniforms are worn by over two-thirds of the peasant 
population, and it is a common belief in the poorer dis- 
tricts that Muscovites are the only people in the world 
who wash themselves as often as once a week. 

— Labor in, Russia is very dheap, but as workmen in ev- 
ery industry are very slow im their methods, the advantage 
of cheapness to the employer is greatly counterbalanc

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So-called Russian villages are often of great size—one, 
for instance, called Tomafovka, being no less than ten 
miles long. The houses of this particular village are ar- 


ganged on a perfectly regular plan, with garden 


tached. In addition, each peasant owns a share of the 
common land in the village, the amount per peasant 
varying from eight lo twenty-eight acres. if a peasant 
once leaves his native village and goes to another he 
has to resign his share of the land, and it is very unlike!y 
that he will ever be admitted to equal privileges wher- 
ever he may settle. This system, of course, obviously 
prevents the peasant from moving abou! and ge'ting a 
knowledge of she world, and narrows his ideas. 


Formerly the Russian peasant was very drunken, but 
since the government took the bold step of selling and 
manufacturing spirits itself, the consumption per head 
has fallen from 1.66 gallons to 0.93 gallons. 


A strike of Russian peasants is a very terrible thing 
indeed. Usually :tolid as rocks, matted hair and dull, 
Staring eyes, they submit to almost anything. But once 
Gciermined to act, even a Charge of Cossacks cannot 
daunt them, although it may mean the death of many 
of them. 

Ten years ago a terrible strike took place at Moscow.

A cow’s skull is 
abways hung over a cow’s stall to frighten away death 
should it ba hovering about a household. : 

Foundlings are as common as biackberries in Russia, 
and in Moscow alone there is a Nospital containing 16,- 
000 of these unfcrtunale infants. 


A very bad trait in the Russian peasant’s character in’ 


remote parts is his predilection for train wrecking and 
robbery. Russian papers teem with accounts of how pas- 
sengers have been robbed, murdered, flung off trains in 
motion, and even the trains derailed by the peasamniry. 
Last year so serious became the number of trains wrecked

IRELAND CHRISTIAN.

HE spirit of St. Patrick’s Day pervades the altmos- 
T phere, and ali true sons of Erin are making elaborate 
préparations fo, that greatest of all days on their cal- 

endar, both church and social. | 
For the last two weeks shamrocks and boxes containing 
Irish soil have been coming to the big American cities in 
the mails from Ireland, nearly all the letters and pack- 
ages containing, beside the superscription, verses or senti- 
ments indicating the patriotic character of their contents. 
Every one who has a strain of Irish blood in his veins 


will wear a bit of green ribbon or a shamrock leaf on 


Thur:day next, and thousands and thousands of trisimen 
will parade through the streets of many of the cities of the 
United States in honor of their titular saint. 

Yet, in spite of all this preparation for the welcome of 
the great day, the extent of knowledge of most people ir 
regard to good SM. Patrick includes the facts that he is 
patron saint of Ireland, and, according to popular tradi- 
tion, drove the snakes out of thal country—and there it 
stops. How he became the patron saint and why the 
shamrock is so closely connec ed with him, but few seem 
to know. And yet a true Irishman will tell you that if it 
were nat for the great saint, Ireland would probably never 
have had the shamrock as its embiem. 

History has not revealed whether St. Patrick came from 
France, Scotland o: treland, the three countries to which 
are attributed his birthplace, but the fact remains tha’, 
wherever he was born, he devoted his life to the welfare 
of the people of Ireland, and they, and those of, their 
bidod in this country, are the only people who celebrate 
his day, and who have any memorials Gf him, the mos! 
no'ed being the church thal bears his name in Dun-Pat- 
rick. 

Men have come into the world, altained distinction, 
and their memories have been commemorated for some 
cen 'uries, but none of them have left a more lasting im- 
pression than the “Apostle of Ireland,”—the memory of 
whose good works is renewed every seventeenth of March. 

Many and widely conflicting are the accounts which 
have been handed down from century to century and 
from father t& son regarding St. Patrick. 


He was born in Scotland ai Dunbarton, on the Clyde; 
at Nantes, in France; at Boulogne sur Mer, and at various 
other places, according to many so-called authorities, bu! 
his origin still remains srrouded in mystery. Since in his 
“Confessions” St. Patrick tells of his call to Ireland, i! 
might with reason be inferred that he was not already 
‘here. However, lreland in his time, that is, about the 
fifth century, was called Hibernia or Scotia, and the peo- 
ple, Scots, which may account for the apparent dis- 
crepancy. 

All historians, however, appear {o agree in the main as 
to the story of his life following his birth. 

He was only a shepherd boy when he was filied with the. 
desire to work for the salvation of pagan treland, and 
soon his fame spread all over the country, with the won- 
derful tales of his conversions of the people. 

Finally he came to the land of one -King, Leogaire by 
name, and there, on the bill of Tara, of which Moore and 
other Irish bards have sung, he incurred the displeasure 
of that monarch by lighting a fire preparatory to his cele- 


_ bration of Easter, which was but a few days off. The act 


of kindling this fire was in direct violation to the pagan 
festival rites which were then in progress among the King 
and his subjects. 

King Leogaire ordered the miscreant brought before 
him, bul he was so impressed with the dauntlessness of 
the man and interested in the wonderful tale he told of 
a religion of which they knew naught and of a God of

men, they had never heard, that he brough! his wise 


men, or druids, to face the stranger, and question him 
about his religion. Were, while explaining the mystery 
of the Trinity, and while replying to questions about the 
triple personality of the one God, St. Patrick, swooped 
and picked up a shamrock leaf, and holding it up before 
the gaze of the people, said: “See; are not these three 
leaves growing on one stem as remarkable as that there 
hould be three Gods in One?” So it is not the leaf itseif- 
which holds significance for the Irish people, but the form 
of the trefoil. Queen’s College, at Cork, was erected !o 
commemorate this memorable conference of St. Patrick 
with the druids.

Material memorials of St. Patrick are numerous in the 
country which holds him as its own, but the church bear- 
ing his name is the most interesting of all. Passing down 
the quaint old Nicholas and Patrick streets, Dun-Patrick, 
one comes to the Cathedral of St. Patrick, so filled with 
monuments and memorial tablets as !o be called the. 
Westminster of lreland. 

The covered well at the base of the first pillar in the 
south transept is commonly ascribed to St. Patrick, and ‘he 
baptisma! font was used by the worthy bishop in anoini- 
ing 271 of his Drethren. : 

The history of the church itself is intricate and interest- 
ing. In the year 1199 Comynan, Anglo-Norman Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, adopted an ancient church which was 
particularly reverenced for its associations with St. Patrick. 
This he altered into a collegiate church, and it was raised 
by his successor, Henry de Londres, to the dignity of a 
cathedral. Subject to many changes since, the original 
form of this stately pile is almost entirely obliterated.

Secretary Hay does no} receive these diplomatic callers 

in his office. He must guarantee to each a confidential 
tete-a-tete without danger of interruption or annoyance

receptions. Across its threshold none but the duly ac- 
credited envovs or charges d'affaires of foreign powers 
may pass on diplomatic days. 

This apariment—iong, narrow and weli-lighted—is ap- 
pomted to a king's taste, and only the state parlors of the 
White House can be compared with it. Its ceiling and 
walls are beauNifully frescoed, and its inlaid floor is cov- 
ered with costly rugs from the Orient. It abounds with 
sofas and chairs upholstered in tapestry, and at either end 
rests a massive table, on one of which treaties are cus- 
tomarily signed. From the three sides look down oil 
portraits of our ex-Secretaries of State, and through the 
rich draperies of the windows may be seen the Virginia 
hills across the Potomac.

Japan a! once gives notice of a protec- 
lorate over Korea, which allows her military occupation 
Russia makes reply that such a treaty is invalid because - 
Korea negotiated il under duress. Japan then makes the 
clever reply of anmouncing a treaty guaranteeing the in- 
dependence and in‘egrity of Korea after the necessity of 
military occupation has vanished.

Aside from board, there are lessons in 
singing, in acting, if you are studying for opera, in French 
and in dic'ton, to say nothing of piano rent and the ex- 
pense of an accompanist. A good accompanist may be 
had for one doliar an hour. Piano rent is not high; from 
two and a half to four dollars a month. French fessons, 
fifty cents each. Lessons in diction usually cast one doi- 
lar.

STRANGE FREAKS OF MIND. 


STORIES OF REMARKABLE Loss oF MEMORY TOLD 
BY AN ENGLISH PHYSICIAN, 


{London Mai!.] “What are the causes of apparently 
healthy persons suddenly losing “their identity?” was a 
question which a celebra'ed brain specialist dealt with 
yesterday in the hope that the results of his researches and 
his advice migh. prove of benefit to the public. 

The physician recalled some remarkable cases of what 
are known as “psychical changes” which have recently 
come to his notice, including the experience of a gentic- 
man who a few days ago entered the Record office in 
Chancery Lane and announced to an astonished official 
that “he did not know who he was, as he had lost his 
memory.” 

Another case was that of a young lady who wandercd 
from her home a: Clacton to Finsbury, a distance of thirty 
miles, and furnished to the police at the latter-place a 
name which sne “thought to be her father’s.” A tele- 
gram, however, sent to that address was returned. “tun- 
known.” 

A third illustration of these curious psychological phe- 
nomena was that of a clergyman who, after withdrawing 
from his bank a subs’antial sum of money with which to 
complete the purchase of — a piece of land, entered a 
tramway car. From that moment his mind became a 
blank, and je wandered 300 miles to a large town, where 


wih the money he boug a stationer’s shop and erected a — 


sign bearime the name of “Brown.” 
After six weeks a customer entered, and, addressirce 
the man behind the counter as “Mr. Brown,” asked to be 
ied with some small articles of stationery. The pro- 
prictor reptted that his name was not Brown, but Bourne, 


and that he knew nothing about the business. 


“The man had suddenly awakened from his prolonged 
lapse of memory,” added the physician. 
No less remarkable was the case of a London man wo 


traveled to Leeds to fill a situation which he had been . 


very anxious to obtain. He had a brief and satisfactory 
interview with this employer, and then went to look for 
lodgings. The nex! thing the man remembered was be- 
ing in a train al Grantham on his way back to London. 

The strange feature of this case was that the uncon- 
scious man had carefully and accurately relabelled his 
luggage for the address he had previously occupied in 
London. 

“As a matter of fact,” explained the physician, “.hose 
persons behave in quite a rational way, although they are 
really unconscious ali the time. They spend money care- 
fully, and eat and sleep with their customary regularity. 
They are but parily mentally deficient. P 

“The brain is commonly regarded as a single organ. |! 
is im reality a collection of parts, different ard distinz', 
but closely related to each other, and connected with ev- 
ery portion of the body by nerves. In non-technical 
phraseology cerain of these cerebral subdivisions become 
impaired where cases of ‘lost identity’ occur. 

“in cases where the sight of a printed word fails to re- 
vive memory, the disease is known as ‘word blindness," 
and ins‘ances when a word spoken is-no! appreciated, but 
the same word written stimulates the memory, are known 
as ‘word deafness.” The latier patients are unabie to 


utter a sound, and yet can wrile .very intelligent letiers. 


The auditory word center of the brain refuses to act. 

“Again, there are cases where people are not capabic 
of either speaking or writing “he words which they never- 
theless remember. 
sons who cannot furnish the authorities with their own 
names. 

“Very common are the’ cases where persons forest 
events ihat ‘ave just occurred and yet retain excelient 
impressions of things that happened years ago and impart 
knowledge which was acquired in their childhood and j:ad 
long been forgotten. One man who was professionally 
treated could not remember his own name, but could re- 
cite whole chzepters of the Bible. 2 

“The development of many of these cases could be 
checked,” proceeded the doctor, “if their friends sought 
timely advice. ‘Memory’ is regulated by the amount of 
attention which a person is able at the time to give to 


‘the subject to be remembered. This power of attention 


is greatly diminished By disease. An ill-nourished body 
implies an ill-nourished brain.. Malnutriticn is a freque.t 
cause of brain failure and consequent ‘loss of identity.’ 
“Various fevers, influenza, and ali kinds of menial shock 
and blows upon the head may have these unfortunate re- 
sults. Overwork, especially when accompanied by busi- 
ness worries or domestic anxiety, is a factor to be reck- 
oned with. But,-above all, the persons most liable to sud- 
den ‘loss of identity’ are those of an epileptic tendency, 
although it is difficult to reconcile a protracted lapse of 
memory with this cause.” rk |

Onondaga Transpianter. 


HAVE received. a_ description of the first vegetable 
transplanter offered to the public of Southern California. 
The machine is used for planting cabbage, cauliflower, 
sweet potatoes, celery, potatoes and nursery stock. HH can 
be adjusted to plant 16, 18, 20, 22, 30 or 45 inches apart. 
The covering roliers pack the dir| about the roots, leav- 
ing dry earth about the stems and moist earth below made 
so by a stream of water from a cask mounted upon the 
frame of the machine. In front of the plowing device 
there is an adjustable cleaner which cleans away all clods 
and rubbish from the plant as it is being set oul. This 
machine is in general use in the East and will no doubt 
become popular wherever tried.

Los Angeles has counterpart in the Pajaro Valley. 
Recen ly the Orchardists’ Association passed a resolution 
petitioning the Supervisors of Sam Francisco to pass an or- 
dinance prohibiting the sale of wormy. apples. This ac- 
tion was opposed by many of the Pajaro growers, and a 
second vote was taken, resulting in forty-nine owners, of 
2494 acres supporting the petition, and 141, of 4077 acres 
opposing. From this i. will be seen that if the wormy ap- 
ples of the north are to be prohibited fiom selling in the 
south, the movemen! will have to come from this end of 
the line. The Apple Growers’ Association of Los Ange- 
les county recentiy voted in favor of striciler measures of 
keeping wormy applies out of the market, bu! at a later 
meeting some opposition developed. 


Soils All Alike. 


HAVE been asked to give the latest phase of the soil 
clemen! controversy, bu! there is nothing new or later 
than the broad claim made by Prof. Whitney of the De- 
partment of Agriculture ‘hat ail soils contain sufficient ele- 
ments of ferility, and that artificial fertilizing is unneces- 
Sary. In a recen’ hearing before the Hquse Committee 
on Agriculture, Secretary Wiison virtually indorsed Prof. 
Whitney, bul it must be remembered that Whitney has 
not yet demonstrated his theory that al! soils are equally 
fertile. “Havine depared from all precedent in the mat- 
ter of soil work, whether in the field or laboratory,” says 
Prof. Hilgard, “the Bureau of Soils simply declares all soil 
work to be void and of no effect, and so informs the Sec- 
re‘ary.” Thus two great authorities differ, and that differ- 

ence will cause a world of controversy in the fulure.

New Orange Proposition. 

RANCHER wiiom | interviewed last Monday ts using 
a curious Gevice to maintain the form of his trees while 
bearing a heavy crop. He uses screws with eyes from 
which run the wires from limb to limb. The screws are in- 
serted imto the wood, being s.ar.ed with an awl. He can 
see no injury whatever to the boughs where the screws 
penetrate, ‘hough in use three years. It is a most effect- 
ive means of ssppor'ing the laden branches and is in use 
upon abou! 300 trees in this gentleman's orchard. The 
old-fashicn*d polo props are in tre way of the cultivator, 
_ the trimmer and the harvester, while the new overstrung 
me'hod is practically in the-way of nothing. There is no 
patent upon this device, and if it does no injury to the 

branches, it is a meritorious plan of tree propping, 


What to Plant. 


FORGE C. ROEDING, prior to assuming active duties 

as one of the State Commissioners to the World’s Fair, 
has found time to issue his descriptive book upon fruit 
and fores! trees, vines and shrubs, palms and roses. The 
publication is from The Krukeberg press, of Los Angeles, 
contaming 112 pages of varieties of plants, information 
about their planting and cultivation, and a nomenclature 


that constitules the ca'lalogue a book of reference valu- ‘ 


able to lovers of plants. The work is an excellent speci- | 
men of the printers’ and engravers’ art, and is altogether 
one of the prettiest and most complete publications of 
its kind ever issued in the State. Mr. Roeding has been 
of great value to horticulture in this State through his ex- 
periments in fig pollination and culture, and he will prove 
of further value in his official capacity at the St. Louis 
Exposition. 


Mooted Questions. 
ORTICULTURE has its mooted points to settle, its dis- 
i. cussions upon varieties, methods and scientific fea- 
tures. But none have been more general than the origin 
of the Black Ben Davis. This apple is being successfully 
grown in the mountains of San Bemardino. | have had 
sampies sent from that point and can testify to the merits 
of the new variety.

Too Much Cultivation. 


SUCCESSFUL orange grower in discussing the causes 
Aor fruit decaying in transit said a few days ago: “if 
growers do not modify their treatment of their orchards 
soon, poor fruit will become more prevalent. In the ear- 
lier days of orange-growing, the trees were given an oc- 
casiona! rest from irrigation and cultivation. Now it 
seems to be the desire of each orchardist to vié with the 
other as to which can Cultivate the oftenest, fertilize the 
heaviest and keep most constantly in activity the trees of 
his orchard. Formerly the young orchards produced firs!- 
Class fruit, even if the older did not. At present the young 
orchards are forced as rapidly as possible, and produce 
poor fruit where good should grow. The soil, climate and 
location in these new orchards are the same as prevailed 
fifteen years ago, but the trees are treated to the highest 
degree of cultivation and do no better than the old trees. 
This season scores of groves in my vailey are laden with 
puffy fruit im March, where they formerly carried their 
crops till June without puffing. | charge it largely to the 
pampered condition of the trees.” This is certainly worthy 
of the closest consideration. | presume that Mr. Powell,

Fiat-headed Borers. 


HE extent of newly-planied apple orchards jus'ifies a 

reminder that the time of eg-laying of the borer ‘s 
about due. Seveial large young orchardists in this section 
suffered materially last season from the altacks of these in- 
sects, in one locality scores of trees having been killed 
outright. There are three ways of attacking the borers: 
(1) by destroying the grubs while at work, (2) by applica- 
tion of a substance tha! will destroy the eggs and young 


larvae, (3) by protecting the trunk of the trees with some- 
| thing that will prevent the female from gaining access to 
| the bark. The first may be done by cutting out the grubs 
| or following them in their burrows with a small wire; the 
second by an application of five pounds of whale oil 
soap dissolved im five gallons of hot water to which is 
added a-half pint of carbolic acid, when mixed add five 
galions of water and four ounces of Paris gréen. Appiy 
with a stiff brush to all parts of the trunk; the third method 
is through wrapping the trunk with paper, beginning a little | 
below ‘the surface of the ground. This protection is bene- ' 
ficial in so many ways that it is advisable even where no 
borers are suspected, as sun scald ‘is one of the worst mis- 
for.unes that can befall a young tree, a little precaution 
may save the price of the trees, get a good orchard stand 
and produce trees with vigorous advantages. Be sure that 
your nursery stock is not affected with borers.

LIVE STOCK. 
Conditioning as a Preventive. 


HE farmer thal will keep his hogs property conditioned is 

best equipped with a preventive against all diseases 
that may be taking the rounds. In an experience of over 
twenty years as a breeder, the writer has never had so- 
called hog cholera or swine plague in his herd. And there 
is no doubt but that the ravages of this disease could ‘o 
a large degree be eliminated, were the proper measures 
resoried to to keep the hogs in good condition. 

Hogs that have unlimited range in the woods hardly 
ever are attacked by contagious diseases. On the range 
they pick up such things as the stomach instinctively 
craves that the system requires and the animals’ health is 
thus kept in perfect condition. © 

Sait and: ashes should be provided for the hogs at ail 
times. And in the woods they eat a great deal of rotten 
wood and also charcoal, left by forest fires. Oharcoai 
should always be accessibie, and that made from burnt 
cobs is best, and hogs eat it ravenously. Charcaal.is 3 
great absorbent of noxious gases in the alimentary canal, 
being a great aid to digestion as well as a great bowel reg- 

ti-:ced oil meai in limited quantities is not only a fine 
conc ‘ioner, but a'so a most nutritious food in conjunetion 
wi’ > starchier foods.

THE POULTRY _ YARD. 
Eggs in Farm Economy. 


HE value of eggs is figured out by The Rural New 

Yorker as foilows: 

Poultry-keeping is a branch of farm work that wil) intes- 
est all members of the family, since all may find occu- 
pation connected with it. 

At the time of writing, the price of eggs is causing cily 
and suburban housewives to think deeply when planning 
the daily bill of fare. Fresh eggs at 4 or 5 cents apiece 
are a luxury, and eggless desserts become a necessily. 
Eges have the advantage of being highly nutritious and 
digestible when fresh, but they should always be recog- 
mize’ ac > corcentrated form of food. We have often 
heard severe criticism of the farm housewife for selling 
all the eggs during the season when prices are high. In 
reality she shows a proper conception of economics in 
doing so, for no person of moderate means can properly 
afford to make eggs a regular article of food when the 
price is high. To get an idea of the food value of eges 
Mrs. Mary Hinman Abe! compares them with medium fat 
beef as follows:

Thus, while the water content is quite nearly alike, the 
meat contains a higher proportion of muscie-makers (pro- 
teids) and the eges the advantage im fat. The farmer's 
wife who cheerfully sells the winter eggs, nourishing her 
family with home-grown meats, whose fat is supple- 
mented by home-made butter, is a practical example of 
applied science. When the market price of any farm 
product is in excess. of its nutritive value, a busmess 
farmer can hardly afford to consume it at home. This 
does not mean that he is to subsist on unmarketable culls, 
but that he is to make up his balance ration on the same 
plan as the city mechanic or artisan whp must buy his 
supplies in the open market. In the meantime, sell high- 
priced eggs. 


BEE KEEPING. 

Apiculture in America. 
LTHOUGH there are thousands of dollars invested in 
bees in this country, and even though hundreds of tons 

of honey are produced each year, the industry of apicul- 

ture is yet in its mfancy. 

It is only recently that any serious thought has been 
given to organization with a view to systematic and ag- 
gressive marketing at a profit. 

Ever by the crude methods employed by producers in 
past years apiculture has paid large retums from the cap- 
tal invested—whai wonders can be expected from organ- 
ized force has been proven time and time again. Take 
for instance the fruit product of California. There was 
a time when quite all the luscious fruit of the Pacific slope 
were Ieft to rot on the ground for the simple reason that 
organized effort had not been directed to thorough dis- 
tribution of the product in marketable form. 

The fruit growers of California organized, and there is 
now hardly a city, town or hamiet in the United States 
where the fruits of the Pacific slope cannot be purchased 
at a reasonable, profitable figure—all due to thorough or- 
ganization and consequent adequate marketing facilities 
together with careful packing and selected grades. The 
fruit industry under the management of consolidated inter- 
ests has redeemed the State of California. Ke 
Honey is largely used in the manufacture of many ar- 
ticles of food because of its wondrous preserving quali- 
ties; cakes, for instance, will mever become hard or dry 
if honey enters into the mixture; beer is more quickly

Glass-making Material. 

S recently mentioned in The Times, the new works 
A of the Southwestern Glass Manufacturing Company, 
in the northem part of the city, are mow in active op- 
eration. The:Lancaster Gazette recently published the 
following in regard to a supply of material for glass mak- 
ing in this section: | | 

“J. W. Roberts, secretary of the Southwestern Glass 

Manufacturing Company of Los Angeles, was here Sat- 
urday, and sent out a crew of men to work the silica 
-minc, twenty miles east of here. E. Schenberger and 
F. K. Woolsey have a contract to haul 500 tons each of 
quartz to Lancaster at $3 per ton. The first load was 
hauled in Wednesday. Silica, or white quartz, is quite 
plentiful, but ‘hat which is used in: the manufacture of 
giass must be free from iron, and at this deposit, east of 
of town, is the purest on the Coast. The glass company 
considers itself fortunate in securing quartz so suitable 
for its use, end so near Los Angele:.” ;

Walnuts at E! Monte. 


HE seciion around Ei Monte shares wilh the Rivera 
country, from which it is not very far distan', the honor 
of being the leading walnu'-producing section of Southemn 
Califo:nia. The El Monte cotrespondent of the Monrovia 
Messenger recently sent that paper an article on the wal- 
nut iadustry at El Monte, of which the following is a par’: 
“The El Monte walnut district comprises. about eight 
square miles of land ex'ending from two miies north to 
two miles south, and from El Monte two miles east. It is a 
rich, sandy loam from twenty to fifty feet in depth under- 
iad by astratum cf water-bearing fravel of unknown depth 
which furnishes an inexhaustible supply of water. The 
water development was fully set for h in last week's issuc 
of this paper. 

“No walnuls were grown here until 18838. Im 1887 a 
large trac! of land known as the McLean estate was on the 
market a’ $75 per acre. The late B. F. Maxson and P. F. 
Cogswell bought 500 acres at this price. Hitherio the land 
had been used as a hog farm. Mustard ten feet high, sun- 
flowers and weeds were found in.wild abundance. [he 
purchasers believed the soil and location adapted io 
growing wainuts, and consequently, in the spring of 68, 
100 acres were sel with trees. There were no roads ind 
People made great sport of ihe 

newcomers who had been drawn there by the boom, and 
expecied to raise walinu's on the “McLean Sand Bank.” 
This tract of tand was divided into ten-acre pieces and 
piaced on the market at $200 per acre, and sold on ten 
years’ time. No cash was demanded, but interest was 
charged at 6 per cent., payable in advance each year. 
Wainuts were planted, and those whe bought had no 
cause to regret their bargain. The walnuts began to bear 
in four or six years, and at seven or eight years paid the 
expenses of cultivation. The people made their homes 
here and set to work to make their living uncil orchards 
should come into bearing. Vegetables, pumpkins, me!- 
ons, po'atoes, corn and aliaifa were raised between the 
tree rows and paid well, and the profits from keeping 
cows in this fine dairy coun'ry added materially ‘to the 
famiiy income. The ten years glided by and all were 
able keep their land. 

“Year by year the acreage of walnu's has been increased 
until at the present there are about 21,000 acres and abou! 
fifty walnut growers. 

“The crop this year amounted to twenty-five carloads 
and sold for about $50,000, though the rains coming in 
the spring when the trees were coming out In bloom pre- 
vented fertilization and shor ened the crop about one-half. 
A fair estimate of the value of next year’s crop at a nom- 
inal yield would be $120,000. 

“The increase in land va'ues here has been rapid. Bare 
land suitable for walnuts has sold from $150 to $250 per 
acre. At present, practically all the walnut land, im the 
eight square miles above referred to, has been planted to 
trees, with the exception of 100 acres owned by the East 
Whitier Land and Wa'er Company, and use for water 

_developmen'’. Bearing wa'nuls sell from $500 to $800 per 
—acre. 

“Walnuts can be grown cheaply. No fumigation or 
spraying is done, as is necessary with citrus fruits. The 
trees are planted forty-five to saxty feet apart. A common 
form of plan'ing is to place the trees im a square, sixty 
feet opart, and plant one tree in the center, to be taken 
out when ‘he trees spread. A full-grown walnut will spread 
about six'y feet, and grow to a height of sixty feet or move. 

“Cul ivation and irrigation are necessary. One irriga- 


tion during the year is usualiy sufficient. This is done in| 
the late winter o: early spring. In an unusually dry year, 
as the present one, some ranchers will irrigate twice. 
Cross-furrowing, or basining, is done previous to irriga- 
tion. ; 

“The trees bloom in the spring, and the crop is ready for 
gathering between the months of Seplember and Decem- 
ber. The most of the nuts drop from the trees, and those 
that do not fall are shaken off with long poles with hooks 
on the end. They are picked up, washed, graded, cured 
and bleached. The curing takes about a week, and is 
done in slat-bo.tom trays, six feet long, two and one-half 
feet wide and six inches deep. The bleaching is done 
by means of sulphur fumes, or by dipping in a compound 
of chloride of lime, sulphuric acid and soda. They are 
then sacked in bags containing 100 pounds each, and arc 
ready for market. : | 

“During the picking season every one assists—all the 
men, women and children find suitable employment. 
Mexicans and other traveling laborers come here for the 
wainut season, many living in tents. In some cases, Mex- 
icams return to the same _ ranch year after year, bringing 
thei: families, the wife and numerous children assisting.” 

A Boer Colony in Mexico. 


HE CHIHUAHUA ENTERPRISE recently published an ar- 
ticle on a Boer colony in that State, from which ‘ac 
following is an extract: 


“The hacienda consisis of 83,000 acres of land, 4000 
acres of which are rich alluvial land, nearly ail 
under cultivation, and planted to crops. These farm lands 
are all irrigated from a canal fourteen miles long, with 
more water than is needed. These lands are all leased 
out ‘o Mexican farmers for a rental of one-third of the 
crops. Wheat and other crops are already looking well. 
The general and his companions are farming part of the 
lands -hemselves, and their work is an object lesson to 
their Mexican tenants and neighbors. 

“The Hacienda de Santa Rosalia is no place for drones, 
as was evidenced by the work of the four Boers and fiftv- 
five Mexican tenants cleaning out the canal mentioned in 
eleven days, lhe first time it had ever been thoroughly 
cleaned. 

“Another evidence of Boer industry is shown about 
the main ranch house, which was not in a condition to 
live in when the general moved his family there the first 
of last September. Now everything is neat, rooms are 
floored and whitewashed, yards leveled up, etc. The 
house is situated jus! below the canal, and water is run- 
ning through the adjoining corral and to the turbine wheel 
which runs the flour mill of the hacienda alongside the 
residence. 

“The house, a characteristic one of a large hacienda, is 
built upon the side of a small hill overlooking the broad 
acres of the rive- bottom, now neal and weil cultivated 
and becoming green with growing wheat. tn front of 'he 
door, about sixty feet, is a warm spring where Gen. Sny- 
man purmoses building a ba‘th-house. 

“This is the home of a happy Boer family, struggling 
hard to get another start in the world, bui ever thinking of 
their countrymen and friends who are coming to have a 
similar home con the hacienda. 5 | 

“The 4000 acres of bottom farming lands are to be d:- 
vided equally among the fifty families which the govern- 
ment obligates the general to put upon them within three 
vears from the date of signing-the contract, which was 
done about the first of the year. The general anticipates 
no trouble in getting hi: colonists, since he has aiready 
had numerous inquiries from Boers who have come to the 
States already. Gen. Ben J. Viljoen has ten families com- 
ing, but the heads of these famiiies will remain in St. 
Louis, Mo., during the World's Fair, to participate in the 
speciacular “Souh African Boer War Exhibition.” A 
brother of Gen. Snyman is also Coming wiih colonists. 

“The rest of the land is mesa and hilly, but 2000 head 
of cattle that goes with the land range over i#t. These pas- 
ture lands and cattle are to remain the common property 
of the colonis's, and it is estimated that the cattle will 
provide the necessary sinking fund to pay for the prop- 
erty, as it is distributed in amnual payments through iwen- 
ty-five years. Through the heip of the Mexican govern- 
ment and Enrique C. Creel this large estate was bought. A 
first mortgage of $140,000 at 7 per cent. interest was given 
to the Banco Agricola, of Mexico City, and the Federal 
government lends the colonists $50,000 at 6 per cent. in- 
terest. The whole amount will aggregate at the end of ihe 
twenty-five years about $145,000. Thus the fifty families 
will start under the most favorable auspices, other than 
that they are poo:. With an eighty-acre farm each, and 
the cattie as a sinking fund, abundance of water for ‘rri- 
gation, there is no excuse for the Boers not winning out 
the Hacienda de Santa Rosalia. It is a question now of 
grit and energy.

The public will be safe in going slow, either in radium 
mines or radium cures, and should remember that the 
sure-enough medical scientists have not yet decided as 
to how and to what extent radium may be used as a 
curative agent. We know, however, that quite a number 
of people have been seriously and permanently injured 
by the careless or unskilled use of the X-ray, and radium 
is still more powerful than the X-ray. There is, however, 
very little of this mysterious metal in existence, and it is 
perhaps well that this is so.

One of the recent “discoveries” 
of this kind is the value of lemon -juice. Several arti- 
cles have appeared lately in the press wherein eminent 
physicians have called attention to this wonderful dis- 
covery of a simple remedy.

Suggestion as a Means of Cure—IV. | 


EREWITH is presented the fourth of the series of 
articles by Dr. Alexander J. Mcivor-Tyndall on the 
‘possibilities and limitations of suggestion as a means of 
curing disease.

of enother person at a’ distance, and by means of such 
communication to give helpful suggestions?

rannical as to give the lie to his boast. 1! once knew a 
retired army officer who was in deadly fear of a fish 
bone. He had undergone terrible hardships and faced 
danger hundreds of times in as many different forms dur- 
ing prolonged service in India, and yet he could not be 
induced to eat a morsel of fish for fear of the bones, 
because he believed thal an ancestor had died as the 
result of a fish bone having lodged in the throat. | 

“And so it is all along the line. [If it is not fear of 
something in life, it is fear of ‘something after death, 
or of death ilself. Fear is the most-used word, as it is 
ihe most-indulged thought, in the vocabulary of words 
anc thoughts. The suggestion ‘| am afraid’ is fed to 's 
from the cradle to old age. Even ‘fear of God’ is the 
paradox that faces us in many a Sunday pu'pit. 

“Finally, fear is the most prolific cause of disease that 
is possible to imagine. For it is fear of taking cold, or 
of ‘catching’ some prevalent dis'emper, that puts mind 
and body into a shrinking, withered, paralyzed state, when 
the organism is left-without the power of resistance to 
unhealthy suggestions. Who does not know mosrs 
who will not let their children out of doors even im iais 
mild climate without weighing the; body down with heavy 
clothing, and the mind with still more leaden suggestions 
‘not to do this, that or the other’—or they will take cold? 
A few days ago | was told of an amusing instance. A 
mother, who is one of the most abject subjects of the 
taskmaster fear, went out for the afternoon, having given 
instructions before she left that her small girl of cight 
years was to be kept strictly indoors, because she had a 
very bad cold. For some time after the mother’s depa-- 
ture ‘he child stood at the window with her longing eyes 
directed toward a vacant lot across the way, where a 
score of more of her happy playmates were indulging 
in a boisterous game of romp. The child's aunt, who 
had been left with the fear-iaden instructions, did nol 
share the mother’s fear of colds, and so, when she saw 
the little one slyly creeping toward the door to join ier 
playmates, she discreetly turned her back and forgot to 
see what was happening. Out flew the child, bareheaded 
and coatiess, and in a short time she had forgotten co!d, 
mother and everything in the excitement and glow of 
the game. Before the mother’s re‘urn the aunt called 
the child in and gave her a giass of water to drink, with 
the suggestion that her cold was much better for the 
exercise, and that she was, in fact, ‘all right.’ And she 
was. The cold disappeared like magic, as colds gener- 
ally do, when treated to a fearless, life-giving diet of 
fresh air, vigorous exercise and plenty of water, coupled 
with a happy, cheerful mental attitude. 

It is the attitude of the mind toward a condition that 
determines what we receive from the condition. ‘Har- 
mory’ is the one greal secret of enjoyment of all things. 
if a person finds himself in the company of certain 
peuple, he must either attemp! to come into harmonious 
relation with those people or he must take the conse- 
quences, which wil! doubtless be a most unpleasgni time 
of it. He attunes himself to the key of the majority, o 
the greatest force, and when he does so he finds that 
he is deriving a certain degree of pleasure or profit from 
his experience. And so it is all along the line. If a pe:- 
son tries the experiment of going out into a storm, men- 
tally fighting the condition of the weather, it will appear 
to him as if every gust of wind and every separate rain- 
drop has singled him out as a victim upon whom to vent 
the fury of the storm. But if he will go out in a %pirit 
of harmony with it, with the feeling that he loves it, and 
that it is pleasant, and agreeable, and healthful, he will 
derive actual keen picasure from it, and find that jis 
whole being takes on the bracing, strengthful atmosphere.

therefore determined ta seek no more for wisdom in 
books or men, but to go direct to nature, watching ani- 
mais in health and in sickness, and in consequence he 
adopted his present system, which he claims has worked 
some almost miraculous cures. 

The “strong holt” of the Just system, to which he devotes 
many pages of his book, is what he calls the “natural 
bath.” This is not a full bath. The patient sits in a tub, 
in which is about three inches of cold water, with the 
knees up. Then he thoroughly rubs for five minutes 07 
more the lower portions of the body, followed by a rapid 
Splaching of the whole body, and then dries himself cff 
thoroubhly with the hands, not using a towel. This is fol- 
lowed by an exposure to the air, and if possible to the 
sun, for a time, to be gradually increased as the patient 
improves in health. . 

Herr Just sets great store on air and sunshine, his pa- 
tients going abou! largely naked, in spacious enclosures, 
expressly made for the purpose, sleeping in picturesque 
lite open chalets. Next to the natural bath, the air and 
the sun, this hygienic reformer sets the greatest store upon 
direct contact with the earth as a means of cure and in- 
vigoration. His patients often sleep on the bare ground, 
and sometimes even naked on the ground, covered with 
a blanket. He declares that afier this has been tried a 
few times the patients are almost all reluctant to go back 
to a bed, even when the weather is inclement. 

Another thing the author recommends strongly is the 
use of earth compresses and bandages for wounds, by 
which means he asserts that cures may be effected in a 
marvelously short time. These bandages are made by 
spreading moist earth, or preferably clay, on linen.~ It 
should be applied cold. The whole body may also be 
encased in earth. He tells of one instance in which a girl, 
who had been stung by a_ serpent, and given up by the 
physicians, was buried by her father in earth up to her 
neck, recovering compietely within twenty-four hours, al- 
though the body had been fearfully swollen. When not 
going nude, his patients go barefoot, thus hardening tne 
body, so that they are entirely immune to colds. 

Herr Just correctly regards all diseases as an effort of 
nature to cast morbid matter out of the system, and says 
they should be weicomed rather than regarded’ as an evil, 
-even in the case of such dreaded diseases as smallpox, 
diphtheria and typhoid fever. The mistake that is made 
is in driving this morbid matter back into the system, in- 


Stead of aiding nature to cast it forth. Then, It wil? in- | 


evitably reappear in some form, at a future tlme. Herr 
Just states that he has had cases of gonorrhea, which ap- 
peared in men who have taken the nature cure, altougn 
they had not had the disease for a number of years, show- 
ing that it was still lurking in their systems. 

In the matter of diet, the author is strongly in favor of 
confining the food to fruits and nuts, in their natural 
state. However, for those who are not prepared to go su 
far as this, he allows such simple foods as salads, and co!- 
tage cheese, and a litle hygienic bread. One idea of 
his in regard to diet is open to question, namely, Were he 
states that unripe fruit is superior to ripe fruit, basing his 
argument on the asserted fact that animals prefer unripe 
plants and fruits. This, to the editor, appears to be du- 
bious doctrine. it is true that we should carefuiiy avoid 
eating any fruit that is very ripe, for then it has begun lo 
rot, but on the other hand it is difficult {o believe that im- 
mature fruit can be preferable to that which is just ripe, 
especially because in this case the unripe fruit contains 
a large percentage of starch, which has not yet been trans- 
formed into sugar, and starch is now generally admitted 
by inteiligent hygienists to be an undesirable article of 

in criticising the appearance of many vegetarians, the 
au hor says that vegetarians lack the oil which the fruita- 
riaa finds in nuts. The author has apparently never heard 
of the ripe ojive as a food. At least, he does not make 
any reference to it. He advises fasting in case -of sick- 
ness, and strongly favors the no-breakfast plan.

A Fam ‘TRIAL BY A COMPETENT JuRY PROVES 
HIM A DESIRABLE NEIGHBOR, 
By.a Special Contributor. 

A few days ago | received a letter from a lady whose 
tender heart is filled with indignation because the thought- 
less boys in her neighborhood have declared war on the 
biuc jays.

Before denying 
the righteousness of the warfare, it seems fair to ask from 
whal source comes the information conceming the blue 
jay's villainy. Have these boys actually seen great num- 
bers of bird homes destroyed that the jays might stay their 
hunger? If they have, then | beg them to let no word of 
mine interrupt their useful work; let them load their guns 
to the muzzle, and give no quarter. Otherwise, perhaps 
it may be well for them to pause and consider whether 
they are really waging a righteous war or whether they are 
merely killing helpless creatures which they have con- 
demned to death on hearsay evidence. There is a law 
in all civilized countries to the effect that when a citizen 
is charged with an offence, he is entitled to a fair trial, and 
that he may not be punished unless he is actually proven 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. A few years ago the 
blue jay was brought to the bar of justice, charged with 
the destruction of eggs and nestlings. He was tried im- 
partially by competent judges, who heard and weighed 
the evidence for and against as carefully as though a 
man’s life had been at stake, and the expenses of the 
trial were paid by the United Sates Government. The 
principal witnesses in the case were a few men who tes- 
tified that they had seen the biue jay eating eggs and 
fledglings, and 292 blue jays, all of whom gave their lives 
thai they might be present at the trial, and of whom 287 
testified positively to the falseness of the charge. The evi- 
dence for the defendant was so overwhelming that the 
jury retumed a verdict of “not guilty” without leaving the 
courtroom.

The sinews of animals, such as the Esquimaux and va- 
rious savage tribes use now, and vegetable fiber as weil, 
probably formed the firs! thread that mankind knew .any- | 
thing about.

frequently, and found that in using fibers a thread of any 
fength or ‘hickness could be made by twisiing togetner | 
shorter fibers. That was. a step in advance. After this 
discovery they began to feel the need of something upon 
which to wind the fibers, and, by and by the wool, cot- 
ton or flax from which the thread was to be made. The 
result was a cleft stick about three feet long. This stick 
was held between the left am and the side, and the 


thread, passing between the fingers of the fefi hand was | 


drawn out and twisted by those of the right. Then it 
was wound upon a spindic that turned like a top and 
compieted the twist. This cleft stick was arrayed or 
trimmed with the bunch of flax or wool, and because of 
its appearance it came to have its name, distaff; that is, 
a staff, or stick, and the prefix dize, which meant lite:- 
‘ally to deck out, hence a distaff, a stick decked ou! with 
wool or flax. 
This word distaff is most interesting. The distaff side 
of the house meant the female portion; the male mem- 
‘bers were said to belong to the spear side. The day af- 
ter Epiphany used to be calied Distaff day, because then 
the women took up their work again after the holiday. 
The Egyptians picture the distaff on their monumenis.

SOME USEFUL HINTS. 


DAINTY ARTICLES MADE FROM HANDKERCHIEFSs 
SHIRT-WAIST NOVELTIES. 


The rage for handkerchief lingerie seems to conlinue 
unabated. and many novel and clever ideas for util- 
izing handkerchiefs have been evolved. Dainty turne 
over collar and cuff sets, yokes for chemise, and even 
removable flounces for petticoats are made of fine lawn 
or linen handkerchiefs. 

Everyone is familiar with the corset cover made by 
cutting two handkerchiefs diagonally across and joining 
the paris with imser.on. It is a thing of beauty to behold, 
but alas! when it comes to usefulness it is a delusion and 
® snare, especial'y if one is at all long wais.ed. 

There is, however, a new. way by which satisfactory 
resulls are obtained, inasmuch as the handkerchiefs are 
arranged in such a manner that they can be cut over 
the regulation corset-cover pattern. To make such a 
corset cover, two large-sized handkerchiefs are required, 
Those having dainty pink, blue or lavender borders, with 
perhaps some floral design in the corners, make up 
charmingly. 

Fold one handkerchief in two, placing the |eng'hwise 
border edges to the center of the back of an ordinary 
scamiess corse\-cover pattern, which has bul little full- 
ness in the front. Shape according to the patiern at the 
boltom, leaving the straight border edges at the top un- 
touched. The handkerchief js then cut along the fold, 
the raw edges hemmed, and the two border edges joined 
wilh a wide insertion. This forms the back. The arm 
holes are not shaped until the paris are all joined. Fold 
the other handkerchief in the same manner, but place 
‘he border edges to the fron! of the pattem so as to. 
form the lap. Shape at the waist, bul instead of cutting 
out at the neck, simply turn over the corners, making 
little revers. Cut the handkerchief along the foid, and 
hem. Next join the points to the back with insertion, 
sipping the fronts down as far as possible in order to 
give the proper dip. The arm holes are now shaped, and 
the wo corners which were cut from the back are. 
used for Syou'der straps, matching the revers in form. 

By cutting off and joiming ‘he border of the piece left 
from the front, a waistband is mde. Beading and lace. 
are used around the neck, shoulder straps and revers. 
Dainiy bebe ribben, matching in color thé border, is run 
through, the beading and ticd in bows at the neck and 
waist. HMalf way up the front are lengths of ribbon, one 
fasiened to cithe: side; by tying these in a bos, all otf 
er fastenings can be dispensed with. 

A great deal of drawn work is to be used upon the 
shirt waists this season. Some of the patterns employed 
are very difficul’, and it fairly makes one’s eyes smart to 
look at them.
